dier, living in the state at the time of 
the passage of the act who wag other- 
wise entitled to a pension, should be 
placed on the pension rolls, there would 
have been scarcely any increase at all 
in the pension rolls over those of 1!905. 
In fact, it is said almost the entire in- 
crease may be accounted for as the re- 
sult of the passage of this law. 

Some of the classes of pensioners are 
falling off, while others are increasing. 
For instance, the fund appropriated to 
pay the pensions of disabled soldiers 
will show a surplus of $7,040 and that 
for the old roll of widows will show a 
surplus of $1,760, according to Commis- 
sioner Lindsey’s calculations. On the 
other hand,. there is a deficit of $22,900 
in the indigent roll and of $5,420 in the 
indigent widows’ roll. This makes the 
net deficit $19,520, as stated. 

In making his estimate to the legisla- 
ture at ite last session, Commissioner 
Lindsey asked for $910,000, but the com- 
mittee on general appropriations saw fit 
to cut this down to $890,000 in the hope 
that this amount would carry the pen- 
sion rolls through all right.
